Election/Restrictions 



This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: Methods for inducing G-CSF secretion, inducing proliferation 
or differentiation of bone marrow or white blood cells, and treatment of related diseases or 
disease states using an adenosine A3 receptor agonist (A3RAg), an adenosine Al receptor 
agonist (AlRAg), an adenosine A2 receptor agonist (A2RAg) and/or an adenosine A2 receptor 
antagonist (A2RAn), wherein the agonist/antagonist includes (a) purine derivatives (without a 
sugar moiety), (b) nucleoside derivatives wherein Y is oxygen or sulfur and (c) nucleoside 
derivatives wherein Y is carbon.
